And I maſt tell y0a, 
turn over all the Authors, that have 
writ non this Diſtaſe, and the m-ſl 
voluminous of thew.y.u ſhall ng; read 
any thing material there, but what 5 
ſmccinttly propoſed to you here , and 
much mire than ever they dreamed 
of ; for It*s undeniable, that the Pox 
at this preſent is more propagated in 
one day, than a hundred year; ago it 
w44 in 4a menth, and conſequently the 
number of F enereal Patients ſo mal» 
tiplied, that the variety of their ſe- 
veral caſes maſt n:ed; pive occaſion to 
Phyſicians ta be far more knowing 
and experienced in it, than thoſe of 
the fore- going Ages, eAnd as for the 
varicty of this French Diſeaſe, there 
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& nothing more ſtrange, fince among 
Ten Thyaſand you ſh. Il not meet with 
two that are drſei/td a'vke. Neither 
doth this evil vary more in bodues, 
than it doth in Climates ; [n Italy, 
and e p:ctally at Venice and Rome, 
1 found the Pox to c mtinve for the 
w:/t part hidden in bodies for me 
Jears, which aftirwards would ſud 
denly diſcover it ſelf 1n rotten bones. 
In France , I percesved the evil to 
run moſt upin (c-bby Uicers, and 
Batches ; In Holland #0» Night= 
pains, Gnms, and Nodes, What it 
# in Germany / know not , ſince 1 
only paſſed through the Country with 
out making any great ſtay. The Cure 
i noleſs variable ; for what remen. 
dieth one, ſhall render another worſt; 
and indetd if a patient have a mrong. 
cure applied, It oft leaves bims incu- 
rable, In the South parts of France 
the Diſeaſe s eaſily cured ,, though 
far eaſt:r in Italy, eſpecially at Flo-

Patwſ[1and Pur What it's 14- 
mcd inEng. jb 15 vulgarly enough 
known.

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Coat of the Pox, to dilcover its 
firit extraCtion, and antiquity of 
that great Family 5 at length it 
was held by a general vote, that 
1ts firſt deſcent was from the Nee 
«politan Sp.aniards,ſome ot whom 
having been Jatrely abroad with 


Columbaey in the Year 1492, up» 


on the frſt diſcovery of the new 
World.or Weſt Indies, atter two 
Years abſence, arrived back to 
thcirnativeCountry,with a num- 
ber of new pretty curious fan- 
ples, and among the reſt, was 
this new pocky toy, which they 


foon made preſent of to fcveral 


of their deareſt Julir:ta's at 
Naple:; for immediately upon 
ther arrivalin Spain, they were 


hurried away to Maples, to rc> ; 


intorce that Garriſon, then in 


poſſe(s1on of eMiphenſo, King of 


Arragon , and blocked up by 
$0000. Frenc.) under command 
ot 
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of Charl; the Eighth of Fr.2ce. 
The belieged  £r29g ſtraitned. 
of Proviſions , were forced to 
diſmiſs their Miſtreſſes, (alrcady 
ſufficiently Tubbed with the /n- 
diin Loadſione,) into the Ene- 
mies Camp,where they met with 
very good quarters among thoſe 
hungry Muſhroms, almoſt ſtor 
ved for want of Womens flelF 
which they found fo well ſeaſon-" 
ed and daubed with Muſtard,that 
in few Weeks it took them all by 
the Noſe. By this you obſerve, 
It's ſuppoſed the Sp.mmrards hrſt 
brought the Pox from the Weſt 
Indies, where they {aid 1t was as 
natural to the Inhabitants; as the 
{mall Pox is cllewherc. Frw.avintt 
denics that the Sp.uniards brought 
it trom the Welt [adizr, but at- 
'trms, the French being almoſt 
tamiih'd , firtt got the Pox , at 
the fore-faid ti1ege of Nazle', by 
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6 Little Uanus 
cating, dead Mcn's Carkafſcs, 
which he further makes prootot> 
by feeding a Sowwith Sows fleſh» 
likewiſe an Owl and a Whelp 
with fleſh of thcir own kind, 
which he found atterwardsmarkt 
with ſpots, botches, and pimples, 
like thoſe of the Pox. Paracel» 
(vs {aich, this Diſeaſe was bred 
between a French Leper, and a 
Nealuan Whore , whillt ſhe 
had her courſes upon her. Afſtro- 
logers write, the Pox was cauſed 
by an unlucky mceting of ſome 
ot the Planets : though others 
again ſay, it was cauſed by Greek 
Wine, daſh'd with Lerers blood, 
which the French drank, bcing 
ofcly left tor them at Sm 4 
yy the Spin'ard;, SOMe report 
a Lepcr of /” a/entia 11 Szain firtt 
e1veca noble Whore this dilcalc, 
who fincc diſperſed 1t among 
many others. Divines unpute 
the 
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theriſe of it to Gods Judgment 
upon Adultercts and Fornica- 
tors. 

Attcr all this many will have 
it, that the Pox reigned in the 
World long betore the Year 
1494. and theretore ſay , that 
Hipp»crares makes mention of 
ſome, that loſt their Hair, and' 
were troubled with malignant 
Ulcers about their Privities. 
Likewiſe LValeſcua, Salicetms, and 
Gordonius, (who lived 800. years 
before the liege of /Vaples,) wrote 
of Ulcers and Botches, contract- 
ed through the immoderate uſe 
of Women. Its likewiſe diſcour- 
ſed, that the Echi-pians have tor 
ſome hundred years bzen ſubject 
to 2 hlthy Diſeaſe about their 
Groia and Privitics, which they 
got by an over-wanton leahery 3 
the ame is alſo confirmed by A- 
excharcides, Avicenna Writes Or 
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2 Sthapharuam or ſcabby Head, 
with many other accidents at- 
tending, it, not unlike the Pox. * ' 
Others ſay, the Pox 15 nothing 
but a kind of Leprefie, a St, An» 

ronies Fire, or a kind of Plagye. 
4+ Thoſe that conceive Fob, 
St, Mums, St. Evaprite, St, 
R-ch:, or St. S:zment, to have been 
tormented with the Pox, or that 
thc Pox hada being in Hippacra- 
tes, Avicen, F ol:ſci, Salicerm, 
or Gordonias their times, ſome 
hundred years betore the forc- 
faid ſiege of VV #ples, muſt needs 
hnde their miſtake,in comparing 
the ſymptoms of thole holy mcn, 
or thoſe mentioned by the Au- 
tors before-written , with the 
{ymptoms of the Pex, Neither 
can any rationally ſuppoſe , the 
Poux to be a kind of Leprofic, 
tince they do altogether differ 
trom one another in ſymptoms, 
and 
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and manner of Infe&tion. Net- 
ther can I believe, the Spaniards 
brought the Pox hrſt frum the 
We't [ndies becaulc a Welt-In- 
dia Pox is no Etidemick , but an 
Endemick Diſcale, which 15 cau- 
{cd by a particflar difpoſition of 
the Air, and their patrid dict 3 
and therefore is equivalent to a 
Scurvy. Neverthelels its moſt 
certain the Pox was fir{t bred 
among thoſe Sp 1nj ir ds, that were 
arrived trom the Welt-Indics at 
I aples, and the French that be-' 
fieged the Town,though in ano- 
ther ſnanner than 1s generally re- 
ported, as this following Hiltory* 
of the Nativity of the Pox will 
confirm to you , being, collected 
by me from ſeveral circumlitan- 
c&; that attended it at its birth,

T. He French with their en- 

cailed mangincts march- 
wg, into {cal1 in the Year 1493. 
under Carl; the VII. of France, 
againſt A/pho-ſ» King, of Arras 
gon , did daily fret, and pro- 
mote their evil by drinking groſs 
ta/ian Wines, cating ſalt Mcats, 
and broyling under a hotter Sun; 
and as their Wines grew ſtrong< 
er, Victuals falter, and Sun hot- 
ter, by their deeper in-road into 
the Country, ſo their diſeaſe ac- 
crew'd in greater ſcabs and ma- 
Iignity. Art laſt being come to 
their Journeys cnd, and ſeated 


betore Naples , they telt them- 
{clves

ſelves encompaſſed with a more 
{corching Air, and teeding upon 
powdcred Boars fleth, they were 
prels'd to gorge down Rivers of 
Wine, hottcr and ſtronger than 
betorez all which had fublimed 
( or hceightned ) their Ditcaſe to 
ſo extream an high pitch of man- | 
gincls,that confitting in inflamed 
icching {(curt, and damnable in- 


te ion, it was communicated to 


their inward parts, in as furious a 
degree,as to their outward. This 
Inward and outward itching bri- 
ned & pickl'd diet, meeting with 
a duſt ( or burnt ) melancholy 
tempers, could not but kick and 
{pur ſome of them into a moſt 
deteſtable rage of letchery, who . 
encountring, with ranck Jades, 
( being pernicious through their 
menſtruous ſteems, and diſgra- 
ced with the worſt —_— of 
Scurvy , crept in upon them by 

their. 
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their 1)1 Diet within the ſurroun- 
ded City, ) fell toul of the hand- 
ſomelt, that probably had been 
over-ridden;galled, inflamed,and 
{ct on Fire by thcir Comrades be- 
fore.In this tharpconflict ſhowrs 
of morbitick emiſſarics ( or dif- 
caſed ftecms ) darted from cach 
party, confronted, united, cms 
braced, and were knitted togc- 
ther into intire compound mini- 
mal ( or vcry ſmall ) Bodies, 
which were the flower, ſoul,and 
abridgement of the whole clor, 
whereout they were ſublimed/or 
torced)and conſequently did par- 
rake of the worlt of their quali- 
cies and ſymptoms, which now 
areWcome \ genuine(or true) 
POCKY ONCS. 

6. The truth of this Narra- 
ive depends upon the proof of 
heſe four circumſtances. 1. That 
ne French army was at that tim” 
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 Qcnmagkd, 13 
troubled with the ſcabby Itch. 
2, That the Itch can be ſublimed, 
or raiſed to a higher pitch, in 
manner aforeſaid. 3. That the 
Neapoitin Curtizans were trou- 
bled with the Scurvy. 4. That 
the Pox was begotten by a man- 
gy French-man and a Weaplitan 
Whore, that was troubled with 
the Scarvy 3 or 1n ſhort, that the 
Pex is cauſed by a commixture 
of a ſcabby itch,and an inveterate 
Scurvy. 

7. In relation to the firſt, it's 
molt certainly known , that a 
Frenchman upon the leaſt change 
of Air, ever contraGts the Itch; 
or it it ſhould fail him Spring,or 
Fall, immediately doubts of his 
health 3 more-over where an 
one 15 accuſtomed to Wine, _—- 
a ſharp hot Dict, as peppered, O- 
nion, Anchovy,and Garlick Saw= 


ccs,and is ſfloyenith in his Linnen, 
Iiving 
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living belides in a hot Climate,its 
impoſsible he ſhould eſcape the 
pn" leſs in an Army,where 
they are all ſlovens in their Lin- 
nen, and Cloaths, inthe higheſt 
degree.,and one infects the other, 
and teeds the DWaſe with a bri- 
ned and pickled Dict. In fine, 
rever did a French Army pals a 
Campane , without being tor- 
mented with theltch in the worſt 
degree; what pick! the French 
Army uſcd to be in Flanders, 
where the Air is far more tem- 
perate than in /:a/y, my ſelf have 
beep an eye-witneſs. As to the 
ſccond , it's generally obſcrved, 
that by continuaticn of a hot 
Diet, and not ſhifting of Linnen, 
a fmall Itch, with little black | 
haads, will change into red mat- 
tery pimples, and thoſe into ſca- 
ling ſcabs, whick. at length will 
® curn into great broad ſcurt , like 
a

a Leproſic. To the third,as moſt 
Towns that are ſituated, upon the 
Sea, are ſubjc& to ſome endemick 
Diſcaſeor other, fo Vap'e; hath 
ever been diſpoſed toan 1nmper- 
tet Scarvy , which being beſic- 
gd, and the Inhabitants penned 
up in Rooms, uting no excrciſe, 
and dicting upon courle dreggith 
powdered Boars flcth , old hard 
mouldy Biſcuit, and ſlimy mutty 
W ater, (tor their Fountains were 
filled with dirt,and the Air with 
{tinks of Carrions, dead Carkaſ- 
ſes, and putrid (altiſh vapours of 
the Sca,) they muſt unavoidably 
have been forced into a very decp - 
Scurvy 3 for the adequate _ 
being put into action, the effet 
mult neceſſarily tollow. The 
fourth is, that the Pux is begot- 
ten, betwcen a mangy French. |. 
man and a Neapolican Whore, 
that was troubled with the Scur- 
VY > 
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vy 3 or to ſpeak more plain, the 
Pox is a complicated , mixt, or 
compounded Dileaſe, that's cn- 
gendred, bred, and knitted toge- 
ther cut of a deep Scurvy, and a 
fhery malignant mangineſs. Thar 
Itzs a mixt Diſcaſe, is dilcovered 
by the mixt fignes, ſymptoms, 
( or accidents) {ome 1ſuing trom 
the ſcabby Itch, othcrs trom the 
Scurvy. Firtt , Ve demonſtrate 
the Pox to be a true Scurvy. 
21y. That it's alſo a perte&t man- 
gineſs, 3ly. That it 15 neither a 
Scurvy nor manpinefs {ingly bv 
themſelves, but a Dilcafe that is 
engendrcd or bred out of a Scur- 
vy and mangineſs, bcing complt- 
cated and knit together. 4. That 
the Scurvy , whercot the Por 
doth conſiit , 1s not fuch a com- 
mon Erdemick, Scurvy, as the 
Airdoth breed here in E noland . 
but an Epidemick Scurvy, much 

dilkc= 
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differing from the other. As to 
the firſt, that the Pox 15 a true 
Scurvy, may rationally be grant- 
cd, becauſe the time and place of ' 
the riſe, or beginning, growth, 
height, cnding, figns, or ſymp- 
toms, propertics , cauſes, and 
cure of the Scurvy and Pox are 
the ſame, as will appear to you 
in every particular. The Pox. 
It's agreed by moſt Authors had | 
its birth at Vap!es , and fo had: 
the Scurvy 3 forbctorc the year 
1495. it was never hcard of, 
nor mentioned by any, but is 
recorded by ſeveral to have 
received its birth and name at 
N p/e; in the Year aforeſaid. Tr 
was then called Scoyn Bores, or 
foul mouth, (from Scorns a foul 
or ſhamctul thing , and bocca 
mouth, ) and trom thence the 0- 
ther names Scorburum and Sc.r 
beck were derived. © The next 
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ycar after, it was obſerved to be 
ſpread among the Hullandeys, 
and Flemming , bcing tranſpor- 
ted thither by the Spaniſh Soul- 
dicrs, that were ſent trom Naples 


to Garriſon among, them, who- 


from t1e l[taiian named it Scor- 
beck. The P.x generally begins 
with a laſ6itude or Gn of 
ones Limbs, weakneſs of the 
Knees and Legs, with a ſmall 
pain about the Shins,and opprel- 
ſion about the middle, bloſſoms 
into Pinck=-colour ſpots like flea- 
bices, &c, Even fo begins the 
Scurvy. The P-x in its growth 
buds 1ato red, yellow,or Jaskiſh 
rev hg elpecially about the fore- 
cad, and appears with a great 
change of the ccmplexion, and 
a deep melancholy, and fo doth 
the Scarvy. Bring arrived to its 
height, it's attended with foul 
Ulcers ſcattered over the Body, 
and 
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and flying retching pains, rack- 
ing the Body moſt in the 
night, &c. Exactly fo doth the 
Scurvy appear in its height. At 
laſt the Pox ends mto fiſtules, 
rottenne(s of the Bones, tortu- 
ring fixt pains, Drophies, Con- 
ſumptions, Fevers, &c. Into 
which likewiſe the Scurvy makes 
its ending. In fhort, there is no 
{ign,or ſymptom in the Pox, but 
It's obſerved to be in the Scurvy, 
ſo likewiſe there is ſcarce a ſign 
in the Scurvy , but its diſcerned 
in the Pox, which is the reaſon 
why Phyſicians do daily miſtake, 
in judging ſome to be troubled 
with the Pex, that are troubled 
with the Scurvy 3 and others to- 
be diſeaſed with the Scurvy, that 
are infected with the Pix. More- 
over it's a property of the Pox 
never to appear with the ſame 
lipnes in two Budics, but in one

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Body is attended with ſuch ſigns, | 


in another quite different ; which 
is alſo proper to the Scurvy, 
Laſtly, the P«x 1s oft cured with 
Vegetables, that are of a biting 
ſtinging nature, and contain a 
great ' 

Salt, as G auaiacum Snapgort, Pere 
ficrria, &c. which arCalfo pro- 
pzr remedics for the Scurvy. To 
the ſecond, that it 15 a mangineſs, 
is evidently diſcovered by .its

beſides Pocky Ulcers are gene- 
rally covered with mangy ſcabs. 
To the third,though the Px and 
the Scurvy be ſo very like, it's 
viſible enough, they be not the 
fame , but Hes in malignity or 
fiercencls of , {ſymptomes 3 tor 
thongh the Px and Scurvy arc 
both teatured with pimples, bot- 
ches, and Ulccs, yer thoſe in 
the Scurvy arc leſs pamful , and

2. In inte&ion, the Pox bein 
far more infectious than the 
Scurvy. 3- In itching ſcabs, and 
cruſty Ulcers, which are not dif- 
covercd in the Scurvy. So that 
you may plainly diſcern the Scur- 
vy to be a kind of mild Pex, and 
wants nothing but malignity of 
ſymptoms, a ſtronger ſting of 
inte&tion and itching ſcabs and 
{curff 3 all which the before- 
mentioned manginefs doth con- 
tribute to it 3 and ſo conſcquent- 
ly out of their union and coale(- 
cence the Pux muſt nccelarily 
rclult. Furthermore, that man- 
gincls 1s {0 neer a kin to the Pox, 
the cure doth plainly confirm 
Merry being a known and ex- 
perienced remedy tor them both,

There are two forts of 
Scurvy, one Endemick that's en-

The 
other is Epidemick, and 15by far 
more malignant, durable, and of 
a more dithcult cure, and 15 only 
propagated or ditperſed by infe- 
cion,which is that Scurvy,which 
was ingendred at Naples, and 1s 
commonly left in the Body after 
the tting ot the Pox is taken off.

ting vencmous cxhalations and 
intc&ted Spirits. Steeghius de- 
{cribes the Px to be a venomous 
quality, which for the moſt part 
15 taken by a venereal contract, 
cauſing ſeveral kinds ot pimples, 
Ulcers, pains, and other acci- 

dents, 
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dents. Mercurial faith, it's 3 
diſpoſition againti Nature, inju- 
ring the Natural Operations, 
through unknown means. The 
gcncrality of Phyſicians define 
the Pox tobe a hidden Dilcaſe, 
contracted by malignant vapors, 
that are communicated from & 
pocky Body. Thele definitions 
being partly falſe, and very im- 
pertect, ſhall ſet down one that's 
more tull and plain, though not 
ſo perfect, as that IT propoſcd in 
my grcatcr Venus Unm it'd, thae 
being tram'd only for Scholars. 
I ſay then, The Pox « an univerſal 
muveable Diſeaſe, exuſed by venc- 
mos inleltions fſlerms , and at- 
tended with the worſt and mildeſt, 
mft and fereſt, changeable and 
uncertain ſymptoms of ail binds. 
The ſenſe of this deſcription T'l 
further explain to you. The Pox

Ihave made ic appear 
to you already, that the Pox was 
not brought trom the Weit-In- 
dics hither 3 neither was it en- 
gendred out oft Mans tlcth, tor 
the Cannibals, and others, that 
teed altogether upon Mans ficth, 
arc {cldom troubled with that c- 
vil, I have ikewile proved, the 
Pox was not begotten by a French 
Leper , becauſc of the vaſt dit- 
terence there 1s between the Le- 
prottc, and the Pox. | 
Many afhrm,thc Pox was kin- 
dled by a malignant conltellation 
of tie Planets bat Ict me tell 
you 
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you, had the mangy French crew 
been diverted from coming to 
N +p/es,the Pox would have con- 
tinucd among the Planets.Others 
1mpute the cauſe of the Pox to 
the common trade whores drove 
with ſcveral Nations, whoſe feed 
being forced and gathered toge- 
ther in one Womb, might occa- 
ſton a kind of a rotten Diſeaſe in 
the privitics, like ſeveral forts of 
Mcat, caufe a corruption in the 
ftomach. But this ſecms 1mpro- 
bable, becauſe there having, been 
whores from the beginning of the 
World ,, who drove a common 
Trade, they would neceflarily 
have bred the Pox long betore 
the ſiege of Vaples, It was the 
opinion of forme, that the Pox 
was {cnt into the Frence Camp 
by a Neapd'it-: Witch , whoſe 
Houſe they had robbed ; but this 
lecms ridiculous to thoſe, that 
belicve 
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believe now Miracles are ceaſed, 
there be no Witches more in 
Nature. 

Leonicenas bclieved, the Pox 
took its riſe from a great over- 
flowing of the river ber. which 
vomited up a deal of ſtinking 
rotten bodies, into a tract of the: 
Air, that drove towards WVaples, 
where it ſoon kindled the Pox. 
This is unlikely, fince the ſame 
River had overflown many times: 
betore, without cauting ſuch-a 
contagious Dilciſe. | 

The ver :1.45 werept opinion, 
that tecding, too oft upon Peaſe 
and B icon might breed the Pox, 
and theretore their Magiſtrates 
forbad the felling of all forts of 
Peaſ:, Fhis opinion 1s fo un- 
reaſonable, that it needvno con» 
tutation.

cauſe, 
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cauſe, or the firſt occaſion of the * 


Pox, it's time I thould bend my
